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Local campaigners celebrate as... 

Plans for Barry 
incinerator 
go up in flames 


BARRY will not be 
the site of a third 
incinerator after 
one of the bidders 
for a contract, 
Waste Recycling 
Group (WRG), 
made the decision 
to withdraw. 

In February, The 
GEM revealed that 
Barry was a surprise 
inclusion as a possible 
site after WRG switched 
its attention from 
Newport to the Dow 
Corning site in Barry as 
part of the Prosiect 
Gwyrdd (Project Green) 
tendering process. 

Prosiect Gwyrdd is a 
25-year contract being 
tendered by five local 
authorities in south east 
Wales to deal with 
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waste. 

At the time the Dow 
Corning was announced 
as a possible location, 
Barry & Vale Friends of 
the Earth said the group 
would “fight the applica¬ 
tion all the way”. 

However, that plan 
from Waste Recycling 
Group (WRG) has now 
been withdrawn, leaving 
three bidders across 
south Wales. 

Jane Hutt, Labour’s 
Vale candidate for the 
Welsh Assembly, said 
she had been concerned 
about proximity to local 
housing. 

“It is good news that 
Barry will not be the site 
of a third incinerator. 

“It would have been

far too close to the resi¬ 
dential areas of 
Castleland and Cadoc, 
as well as the whole of 
Barry. Well done to the 
campaigners who made 
such an effective and 
constructive case against 
this proposal.’ 

Dr Ian Johnson, 
Plaid’s Assembly candi¬ 
date in the Vale also wel¬ 
comed the news. 

“Two waste disposal 
plants have already been 
given the go-ahead for 
the docks area despite 
local residents’ protests, 
and a third would have 
cemented the town’s 
location as south Wales’ 
rubbish dump. 

“The remaining bid¬ 
ders are located at sites 
in Cardiff, Newport and 
Merthyr Tydfil, so what¬ 
ever the final design and 
decision, it will now no 
longer be in Barry.” 

He also insisted that 
the duration of the 
scheme meant the local 
authorities taking part 
had to ensure the correct 
decisions were made. 

“Prosiect Gwyrdd is a 
25-year long project, so 
it is important that what¬ 
ever method of waste 
disposal and energy 
recycling is chosen, it is 


the most up-to-date and 
effective possible.” 

“We are going to be 
locked in to this scheme 
for years, so we mustn’t 
find ourselves in a posi¬ 
tion where we have to 
‘feed the monster’ 
because of the contract - 
especially if it isn’t the 
most efficient and green 
way of recycling our 
waste products.” 

Castleland councillor 
Chris Elmore, who has 
campaigned against 
incinerators in Barry, 
commented: “We don’t 
need the two plants at 
the docks, let alone 
another one. 

“I have worked with 
residents to oppose the 
previous two, which 
sadly were approved, 
but this is great news for 
the campaign group.” 

Prosiect Gwyrdd said 
that WRG Group Ltd 
had explained that the 
company was not in a 
position to submit a pro¬ 
posal at the next stage 
which would meet its 
high standards and do 
justice to the scheme. 

Rob Quick, the senior 
responsible officer for 
Prosiect Gwyrdd, said: 
“We are obviously dis¬ 
appointed to lose any 
participant at this stage.

West End traders aim 
for a local car park 


THE traders in the 
High Street and 
Broad Street area 
of Barry hope that 
regeneration funds 
might go towards 
providing a local 
car park for shop¬ 
pers. 

The GEM understands 
that one location under 
consideration is the Buffs 
Club on Broad Street. 

Parking in the area has 
always been fraught, 
with too many cars for 
too few places - and the 
danger that potential cus¬ 
tomers will be deterred 
from shopping, instead of 
finding a spot in a nearby 
side street. 

Bob Armstrong, of Dr 
Bob’s Balloons and 
Fancy Dress, said a car 
park in the High Street, 
and Broad Street area 
would give local busi¬ 
nesses a real boost. 

“It is a topic that has 
been under consideration 
for a number of years. 

“When I was chairman 
of High Street Traders, I 
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and colleagues examined 
the matter. At one stage 
there was the suggestion 
that there may be some 
land on Hood Road. 

“Another possibility 
was the former Hyper 
Value site in High Street, 
but it was sold off. 

“Talk of car parks in 
the area seem to have 
fallen on deaf ears, but it 
is more important than 
ever now that High Street 
surgery has moved to the 
Waterfront. 

“I understand that 
somewhere on Broad 
Street is being consid¬ 
ered. 

“If that is the case, I 
hope the Vale Council 
don’t sit on the fence. 

“The council has 
always put in a lot of 
effort into Holton Road. 
How long has it had a 
multi-storey car park? 

“A car park is so 
important to the High 
Street and Broad Street 


- Could The Buffs 
Club be the 
location for a 
car park to 
serve the west 
end of Barry? 



Last week, Jane Hutt 
met High Street traders 
to discuss the need for an 
action plan for High 
Street and Broad Street 
as part of the regenera¬ 
tion of Barry. 

She said: “Following 
the ongoing road mainte¬ 
nance work in the High 
Street and Market Road 
area, the businesses are 
keen to progress with 
other major concerns, 
such as the lack of a car 
park for this part of 
Barry, which is a busy 
shopping and business 
area. 

“The attractions of 


High Street are manifold 
but the lack of car park¬ 
ing spaces is often a 
deterrent for Barry shop¬ 
pers, and visitors to the 
town. 

“The High Street 
traders are keen to bene¬ 
fit from the Barry 
Regeneration Plan with 
action for this popular 
part of the town.” 

She said she would 
raise the matter with the 
Minister for 

Regeneration and the 
Vale Council.

Horse racing: 

‘cost is too high’ 


N ews of 

horses dying 
on British 
racecourses only 
gets published on 
high-profile occa¬ 
sions, and yet a new 
analysis by Animal 
Aid shows that at 
least 162 horses suf¬ 
fered this fate over 
the past 12 months. 

Cheltenham is the 
most lethal course in the 
country, accounting for 
13 of the total number. 

Aintree, home of the 
Grand National, also 
proved to be treacher¬ 
ous, with four horses 
dying on a single day at 
the 2010 three-day meet¬ 
ing. 

(At the weekend, two 
horses were killed in this 
year’s Grand National). 

While these two 
famous courses proved 
especially lethal, no 
fewer than 48 of 
Britain’s 60 racing ven¬ 
ues saw at least one 
thoroughbred fatality,

staying open, and seems to have 
given up any hope of the court in 
Barry dispensing local justice in 
the future. 

As a Mid and South 
Glamorgan Magistrates’ 
Association representative, I and 
my colleagues have fully sup¬ 
ported Vale magistrates in their 
strenuous efforts over the last 
few years to maintain local jus¬ 
tice, and we have contributed 
positively to consultations to 
keep open Barry court. 

To read that local politicians 
are already debating what should 
be done to the building, is surely 
like dividing up a person’s Will 
at the bedside, when they have 
not died yet! 


My comments are non-politi¬ 
cal and are motivated by a desire 
to see justice administered where 
it can be most effective, in the 
local community. 

This year, the office of Justice 
of the Peace is 650 years old, and 
celebrations are being held up 
and down the country to mark 
this event.

The figures come 
from Race Horse 
Deathwatch, an online 
database established by 
Animal Aid in March 
2007, because the racing 
industry refuses to pub¬ 
lish meaningful informa¬ 
tion about racecourse 
fatalities. 

There can be only two 
explanations for the 
industry’s silence on this 
issue; either it does not 
care about the horses it 
kills, or it is fearful of 
the truth getting out.

‘Listen to residents 
on gritting roads’ 


D uring the 

Barry Town 
Council by- 
election campaign 
at the beginning of 
2011 in Dyfan 
Ward, one of the 
first issues that 
came to light that 
concerned local res¬ 
idents was the lack 
of gritting of the 
roads in the snowy 
weather that had 
hit the area before 
Christmas. 

Concerns were raised 
in particular by Colcot 
residents who wanted 
Winston Road and 
Meggitt Road added to 
the gritting schedule, as 
these were feeder roads 
on to the Colcot estate 
and also part of the local 
bus route. 

The local Labour 
Party and I campaigned 
on the issue and a peti¬ 
tion was launched and 
presented to the Vale 
Council, calling on the 
route to be added to the 
council’s gritting sched¬ 
ule. 

At last week’s econo¬ 
my and environment 
scrutiny committee, the 
issue of the gritting 
routes was discussed and 


the Vale Council’s offi¬ 
cer in charge of such 
matters agreed that 
Winston Road and also 
Langlands Road (Cadoc 
ward) should be added to 
the schedule. 

The Labour council¬ 
lors on the committee 
moved that these roads 
be included on the grit¬ 
ting rota, and imagine 
their surprise when all 
the Tory councillors on 
the committee voted 
against the motion. 

I hope the residents of 
Barry, in particular those 
who live on the Colcot 
estate, take note that the 
issues that are important 
to them are not consid¬ 
ered important by their 
Tory councillors and it 
must be disappointing to 
be treated with such dis¬ 
regard.

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Councillors in ding-dong 
over town gritting policy 


A row has broken 
out between two of 
Barry’s Vale coun¬ 
cillors over the 
future gritting poli¬ 
cy in part of the 
town. 

During the poor 
weather before 

Christmas, the Colcot 
area was particularly 
hard hit, with local resi¬ 
dents struggling to get 
out and about. 

The topic was aired at 
a scrutiny committee 
meeting last week, and 
Labour councillor Rob 
Curtis claimed residents 
on the Colcot estate “will 
be fuming when they 
find out that their local 
Conservative councillor 
voted against adding 
Winston Road and 
Meggitt Road onto next 
winter’s gritting sched¬ 
ule”. 

However, the council¬ 
lor in Coun Curtis’s 


sights, Coun Marguerita 
Wright countered, by 
pointing out that when he 
was cabinet member for 
visible services those 
streets were not on the 
gritting schedule. 

Coun Curtis told The 
GEM: “At last week’s 
meeting of the influential 
economy and environ¬ 
ment scrutiny committee, 
councillors received a 
report on the effects and 
lessons of last 
December’s extreme 
winter weather. 

“Councillors were also 
informed of a petition 
submitted by Barry town 
councillor Claire Curtis 
from Colcot residents, 
calling for Winston Road 
and Meggitt Road to be 
added to next winter’s 
gritting schedule.” 

Coun Rob Curtis said 
he argued at the commit¬ 
tee for the two roads to 
be added to the schedule, 
pointing out that many of

the Colcot’s other roads 
were connected to 
Winston Road and 
Meggitt Road. He had 
also pointed out that it 
was a bus route, and that 
the Colcot was often 
worse hit by snow and 
ice than other area of 
Barry, due to its addition¬ 
al height above sea level. 

Coun Curtis said he 
moved a resolution ask¬ 
ing for Winston Road, 
Meggit Road and 
Langlands Road to be 
added to next year’s grit¬ 
ting schedule, but was 
shocked that 

Conservative councillors 
voted against the resolu¬ 
tion, including Coun 
Wright whose Dyfan 
ward takes in part of the 
Colcot.

“Even the head of the 
council’s visible services, 
Miles Punter, said that he 
felt that these three roads 
should be added to next 
winter’s gritting sched¬ 
ule.” 

But Coun Wright 
insisted that she had not 
let any residents down, 
and the problem was that 
Coun Curtis had put for¬ 
ward a superfluous reso¬ 
lution. 

She explained: “At the 
meeting Miles Punter, 
the head of visible serv¬ 
ices confirmed that he 
was going to add 
Winston Road and 
Meggitt Road to next 
winter’s gritting sched¬ 
ule, as the council’s min¬ 
utes will confirm and 
also quoted by Coun 
Curtis. 

“As the local member 
for Dyfan that was good 


enough for me as this 
decision is a matter for 
the officers. 

“Scrutiny committees 
do not make any deci¬ 
sions. These are made by 
cabinet; therefore there 
was no need for any res¬ 
olution to be proposed by 
Coun Curtis. 

“I understand that 
when he was cabinet 
member for visible serv¬ 
ices, these streets were 
not on any gritting sched¬ 
ule whatsoever, and this 
has been confirmed by 
the officers who would 
have been acting in con¬ 
sultation with the cabinet 
member for visible serv¬ 
ices.” 

Coun Wright added; “I 
have certainly not let 
down the residents of 
Dyfan ward regarding 
the unnecessary proposal 
as claimed, and I will do 
my utmost to press for 
these streets to be includ¬ 
ed on next winter’s list.” 


Crematorium 
is due to open 
on Port Road 
in September 


FOR decades, people from 
Barry have had to travel 
either to Cardiff or Bridgend 
to attend cremations, but in 
five months time that will 
change for good. 

The ‘Vale of Glamorgan 
Crematorium and Memorial Park’ on 
Port Road East is due to open near 
Wenvoe Castle in September 2011. 

It will mean an end to long jour¬ 
neys for many mourners in the Vale. 

A spokesman for Memoria Ltd, 
the company behind the project, 
explained that apart from all the tra¬ 
ditional requirements of a crematori¬ 
um, cutting edge technology was 
also part of the package. 

The spokesman said: “The chapel, 
when completed, will seat 76. 
However, it will be possible to 
increase this to 96 if required. 

“It will also be possible to stand 


and seat a total of 200 people inside 
if the foyer is used because the occa¬ 
sion demands it.” 

If a service draws more people 
than that, the crematorium could 
accommodate more than 400 people 
by piping the service outside to peo¬ 
ple standing under a ‘porte-cochere’ 
- a roof which projects onto the 
driveway. 

The spokesman added: “There 
will be car parking for 100 vehicles 
without having to use the drive as a 
parking area. 

“Inside, there will be a hearing 
loop, Wesley music system, organ, a 
public address system, two flat 
screen TVs for eulogy photographs 
and DVDs, and a web cam for inter¬ 
net viewing.” 

Service slots in Barry will be 45 
minutes, rather than the customary 
half hour.

Antediluvian Order of Buffaloes an organisation 
pledged to helping the community at local, regional 
and national level. It closed a number of years ago. 

Miles Punter, the Vale Council head of visible 
services, said: “The council’s highways team has not 
yet been approached concerning this matter, though 
I understand that the Vale Retailers' Forum has dis¬ 
cussed the enforcement of car parking restrictions in 
the area and as a consequence we will be reviewing 
the current arrangements shortly with the police. 

“While we have not considered the suggestion of 
creating off street parking in any detail, it is unlike¬ 
ly that the old Buffs Club would be suitable for use 
as an off street car park due to its location and relat¬ 
ed highway safety concerns.”

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Is examination of local 
court becoming cinema 
a ‘premature’ proposal? 


IN last week’s GEM the 
Plaid Cymru candiate for 
the Vale, Dr Ian Johnson, 
called on the Vale Council 
to look into the possibility 
of the Vale Magistrates 
Court becoming a cinema. 

The court is due to be closed 
later this year, but its supporters 
are pinning their hopes on a judi¬ 
cial review which they hope will 
save it. 

Mr John Viney, a Mid & South 
Glamorgan Magistrates 

Association representative, con¬ 
tacted The GEM to say he was 
concerned by Dr Johnson’s 
appeal to the council. (The full 
text of Mr Viney’s letter can be 
seen on page 2). 

Mr Viney said: “His sugges¬ 
tion that the Vale Council look 
into the possibility of the soon to 
be closed Vale Magistrates’ Court 
becoming a cinema seems insen¬ 
sitive and rather premature at 
best. 

“Why would the Vale Council 
undertake such a task at this time 
when the same Vale Council have 
initiated a Judicial Review to save 
and use the courts in Barry? 

“If Dr Johnson was unaware of 
this latest action, he is remarkably 
ill informed considering he is 
standing as a candidate, and if he 
did know about it, he demon¬ 
strates no support for the court 
staying open and seems to have 
given up any hope of the court in 
Barry dispensing local justice in 
the future.” 

Mr Viney continued: “As a 


Mid & South Glamorgan 
Magistrates’ Association repre¬ 
sentative, I and my colleagues 
have fully supported Vale magis¬ 
trates in their strenuous efforts 
over the last few years to maintain 
local justice, and we have con¬ 
tributed positively to consulta¬ 
tions to keep open Barry court. 

“To read that local politicians 
are already debating what should 
be done to the building is surely 
like dividing up a person’s will at 
the bedside when they have not 
died yet!” 

Mr Viney added: “My com¬ 
ments are non-political and are 
motivated by a desire to see jus¬ 
tice administered where it can be 
most effective, in the local com¬ 
munity.” 

Dr Johnson told The GEM he 
was keen to see the court remain 
open in a full time capacity, point¬ 
ing out that last year he had joined 
staff members in a protest at 
Labour downgrading the service 
available to the court. 

Dr Johnson said: “The judicial 
route is being followed because 
the political route has failed. 

“The Conservative government 
in London ran a botched consulta¬ 
tion last summer which decided to 
close the magistrates court. It was 
full of mistakes. 

“It was impossible for the 
Conservative Minister for Justice 
to draw a fair conclusion as to 
whether the Vale Magistrates 
Court was providing good value 
for money and justice, but they 
decided that the court should 
close. 


“It would be a real shame for 
Barry to lose yet more facilities - 
especially in the town centre 
which has already lost the cinema 
and the driving test centre. 

“Plaid have always argued that 
the court should be open five days 
a week and that community jus¬ 
tice is the best way forward. 

“We also believe that Barry 
must have the full range of facili¬ 
ties that you would expect in a 
town of this size and not just left 
to become a ghost town, and it is 
the local council's responsibility 
to ensure that this is the case and 
to investigate all opportunities 
fully - even those which wouldn't 
be our first choice of action. 

“In saying all that, I must ques¬ 
tion Mr Viney’s method of asking 
his questions - if he is not politi¬ 
cally motivated, why has he not 
bothered to ask me? The danger 
of writing an open letter is that it 
could be seen as grandstanding 
rather than leading to fruitful dis¬ 
cussion. 

“If Mr Viney really wanted to 
find out what I thought, he would 
have been better served to find the 
answers by asking me directly 
rather than asking rhetorical ques¬ 
tions in the press. 

He added: “I hope that my 
replies reassure Mr Viney that 
community justice remains our 
priority.”

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Putting the record 
straight on Vale 
development plan 


T HERE has been 
much written in 
recent weeks, both 
in the press and through 
leaflet drops in various 
areas about the potential 
for significant develop¬ 
ment in certain areas of 
the Vale. 

As a consequence, I 
thought it prudent to use this 
opportunity to advise readers 
of the facts relating to such 
suggestions. 

The Welsh Assembly 
Government requires all 
councils in Wales to prepare 
a Local Development Plan 
(LDP) which sets out their 
planning policies in their 
area. The Vale Council has 
already started work on its 
LDP by publishing and con¬ 
sulting on its preferred strat¬ 
egy in early 2008. 

As part of an information¬ 
gathering exercise to help 
inform these policies and 
allocations for development, 
the council between 
December 2006 and January 
2007 invited interested par¬ 
ties to submit ‘candidate 
sites’ for potential inclusion 
in the emerging LDP. 

Approximately 400 sites 
were submitted for a variety 
of uses and these have been 
compiled into a register. 

It seems to me that it is 
these candidate sites which 
have led to much concern in 
certain areas. I can, however,

confirm that the register is 
freely available to view on the 
council’s web site and has 
been for nearly three years. 

Furthermore, and this is a 
critical point, the inclusion of 
the sites on this register 
should not be viewed as an 
acceptance that the sites will 
be allocated for development 
in the deposit LDP. 

These sites are currently 
all being assessed to establish, 
which, if any should feature 
as potential sites in the draft 
or deposit LDP. 


As for the next steps, it is 
anticipated that the draft or 
deposit LDP will be subject to 
consultation in the autumn. 

The consultation will be 
advertised in the press and 
on the web site nearer the 
time and interested parties 
will have six weeks to make 
any representations to the 
plan. 

If required, a further six- 
week consultation will be 
undertaken on any ‘alterna¬ 
tive’ sites put forward by 
respondents to the draft or 
deposit LDP. 

Following consideration of 
the responses, the council will 
submit the deposit LDP and 
accompanying documents to 
the National Assembly for 
independent examination by 
an Inspector. Any recommen¬ 
dations made by that 
Inspector would then be 
binding on the council. 

After this stage, the LDP 
will replace the adopted UDP 
and be used as the council’s 
key planning policy docu¬ 
ment. 

I hope that this has helped 
explain the process that the 
council is following in pro¬ 
ducing its LDP.

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Counting the cost if gas 
is found in the Vale... 


T HE news that the 
application to 
explore for shale 
gas in Llandow has been 
withdrawn, albeit tem¬ 
porarily, has been wel¬ 
comed far and wide. 

Readers may recall that the 
March 3 edition of The GEM 
first reported concerns I aired 
on the application to explore 
for gas in Llandow. 

The matter was subsequently 
covered by other newspapers 
and the BBC’s Wales Today 
programme. I must admit that 
until Louise Evans from 
Llandow showed an interest 
into the potential future risks of 
the proposals, I received little 
interest. 

Since then, however, to her 
credit, Louise has managed to 
generate significant interest to 
lead to three packed public 
meetings and on Monday’s 
Cowbridge meeting, it was dis¬ 
closed that there is a property 
just 200 metres away from the 
site. 

This was a body blow to the 
application and has meant a 
short term reprieve, at least. 

These meetings enabled us 
to emphasise some of the 
aspects that are to be consid¬ 
ered by the planning commit¬ 
tee. Lirst, this is an application 
to explore for shale gas and this 
presents us and the planning 
authority with a major difficul¬ 
ty- 

The developers bought the 
licence to explore for gas in

2008 and claim that the explo¬ 
ration for gas alone would not 
cause an adverse effect on the 
community. 

However, I have argued and 
am still arguing that the conse¬ 
quence of finding gas in the 
area is the issue. If millions of 
pounds of gas were discovered, 
the balance would shift signifi¬ 
cantly in favour of mining and 
the risk to our community 
would be incalculable. 

This is why I am so disap¬ 
pointed that the Welsh 
Assembly Government refused 
our request to ‘call in’ the plan¬ 
ning application. 

Assembly government guid¬ 
ance means that local planners 
have to recommend in favour. 
Sadly, the capacity of local 
planning committees in Wales 
to take their own view on such 
applications is limited. 

Therefore, we have been 
doing all possible to uncover 
genuine planning reasons to 


help them reject the applica¬ 
tion. 

Noise, impact on other busi¬ 
nesses and our plans and aspi¬ 
rations for the area are the most 
relevant. The property 200 
metres away is key. 

Second, many businesses 
have expressed concern on the 
impact of their trading opera¬ 
tions - should the application 
be allowed to go ahead. 

The most relevant factor in 
my mind relates to our aspira¬ 
tions for the area. On Tuesday, 

I had the privilege of attending 
the Vale Marketing Group 
AGM - a group of businesses 
linked to tourism: guest houses, 
pubs, restaurants and visitor 
attractions. 

They are all focused, with 
the support of the Vale Council 
on marketing the Vale as the 
‘Garden of Cardiff’. 

It is about attracting people 
to experience the way of life 
that we are lucky enough to 
enjoy every day; the heritage 
coast, cycle paths, walk routes 
in the greenest, most beautiful 
part of Wales, as well as the 
best shopping and dining expe¬ 
riences imaginable. 

The mere prospect of gas 
exploration, let alone extrac¬ 
tion runs the risk of tarnishing 
the Vale’s brand. Surely, we 
can’t allow that to happen? On 
my website, I have included all 
the research papers and a film 
clip of the potential conse¬ 
quences.

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Island traders welcome 
‘unprecedented’ influx 
of pre-Easter visitors 


BARRY ISLAND traders 
hailed last weekend’s pre- 
Easter business bonanza as 
4 ‘unprecedented”. 

Thousands of people flocked to 
the Island on Saturday and Sunday, 
as temperatures soared. 

Pat Collins, whose family has 
been providing entertainment for 
four generations on the Island, said 
to have such an huge influx this 
early in the year was unheard of. 

“It was an excellent start to the 
season for us, and proof that we are 
starting to provide what people 
want. 

“It was an unprecedented 
turnout on a weekend before 
Easter, and shows the traders’ and 
council’s ‘family friendly’ 
approach is the right thing.” 

Pat said there was one area of 
concern in terms of parking. He 
pointed out that part of the car park 
on the Barry town side of the rail¬ 
way line had had space for hun¬ 
dreds of cars fenced off because of 
future development, and he hoped 
the council might make more space 
available at the old Butlin’s site. 

“I think there would be enough 
space there for 200 more cars. We 
don’t want people to arrive on the 
Island, fail to find a space and then 
be put off in the future.” 

Local councillor Steffan Wiliam 
welcomed the early surge of day- 
trippers, but pointed out that the 
council had to be vigilant over the 
parking issue. 

“Residents too must be protect¬ 
ed from the anti-social parking 
habits of some visitors and to that 
extent cones should have been sup¬ 
plied by the council to residents of

the Adar y Mor cul-de-sac and res¬ 
ident parking zones enforced. 

“Another issue is that of the sec¬ 
ond road to the island - the council 
must do all it can to urge the devel¬ 
opers to get on with building the 
second one as soon as possible.” 

Coun Wiliam said that while the 
resort wardens “had done a great 
job” there had to be a proper main¬ 
tenance budget. 

He also pointed out: “In addition 
we need to properly enforce the by¬ 
law preventing noisy and danger¬ 
ous jet skis from coming within a 
quarter of a mile of the beach.” 

ISLAND ROAD 

The head of visible services at 
the Vale Council, Miles Punter, 
said the council had made special 
arrangements to cope with the 
large number of weekend visitors. 

“The council had traffic man¬ 
agement controls in place to man¬ 
age the large volume of visitors to 
Barry Island during last weekend 
and the overflow car park at Nells 
Point was put to good use. 

“Unfortunately, we have lost an 
area of land within the Harbour 
Road car park, formerly available 
for car parking, as a consequence 
of work by developers in prepara¬ 
tion for the new link road to Barry 
Island and the further development 
of Barry Waterfront. 

“We have previously considered 
utilising more land for parking at 
Nells Point, but in the interests of 
health and safety the parking 
spaces currently available are lim¬ 
ited. Our officers will review this 
situation to establish if further 


spaces can be obtained, perhaps by 
undertaking limited ground works 
in the area. 

“The provision of a new road 
link to the Island is a key priority 
for the council and to this end 
active negotiations continue with 
the consortium seeking to develop 
Barry Waterfront. It is hoped that 
the planning application for the 
new road linking Barry to the 
Island will be reported to planning 
committee in the near future.” 

Mr Punter also pointed out: “On 
the issue of parking being dis¬ 
placed to the Nells Point housing 
development, we have a seasonal 
scheme in place to prevent this 
using highway signage and a sys¬ 
tem of cones to prohibit visitor 
parking. 

“Unfortunately, a number of the 
cones we supplied to the residents 
for this scheme last year have been 
lost and we are in the process of 
sourcing replacements. 

“The maintenance budget for 
Barry Island is the same as last year 
and we always place particular 
emphasis on our cleansing arrange¬ 
ments for the beach and prome¬ 
nade, and would hope this is obvi¬ 
ous to our traders and visitors. 

“We are monitoring the use of 
jet skis and other watercraft which 
sometimes operate close to the 
shoreline and we will not hesitate 
in revoking the licences of any 
craft we feel are causing a hazard 
to users of our beaches.” 

Traders say they are looking for¬ 
ward to another successful period 
over the Easter holiday - weather 
permitting.

Hives are up and running 

- and the queens have been busy! 



THANKS to the 
fine, dry, settled 
and often sunny 
weather, the bees 
are very active now 
that winter is truly 
behind us. 

All of the hives (nine) 
are up and running, a 
variety of different pol¬ 
lens can easily be seen 
on the bulging pollen 
baskets on the rear legs 
of the returning foraging 
bees. 

A thorough inspection 
of the hives shows that 
the queens have been 
busy for some time now; 
eggs can be seen, as can 
larvae (eggs that have 
hatched) plus much 
sealed brood that con¬ 
tains larvae going 
through a process of 
metamorphosis where¬ 
upon they will emerge 
(chew through the wax 
seal) as a honeybee but, 
not quite ready yet to do 
everything. 

As each day passes, 
organs within her body 
develop and become 
functional. This devel¬ 
opment defines the vari¬ 
ous activities she will 
carry out within the hive 
for around some three 
weeks before finally 
becoming an outside for¬ 
aging bee. 

Should the weather be 
favourable and if a nec¬ 


tar source is out there, 
she will in all probability 
live for just another 
three weeks before her 
life will be over. 

She will work herself 
to death for the good of 
the colony. Male bees do 
exist, but they are only 
there for breeding pur¬ 
poses. It is the ladies 
that do all of the work. 

The male bee (drone) 
has no sting so therefore 
cannot defend the hive; 
he cannot produce the 
wax scales that are 
required for the building 
of comb, and he does 
not go out foraging. 

His sole purpose is to 
mate with any virgin 
queens that may appear 
in his locale. 

Should he be fortu¬ 
nate to mate with a 
queen his life is termi¬ 
nated, as once he has 
released his sperm into 
the receptive queen she 
will literally tear herself 
free from him and in so 
doing depart with his 
genitals still attached to 
her. 

He being mortally 
wounded, will drop to 
the ground and die (mat¬ 
ing is done on the wing). 

The queen will go on 
to mate with a number 
of drones before return¬ 
ing to the hive from 
which she came, ready 
to carry out her queenly 


duties (she could well 
live for three to five 
years before her life is 
over). 

Cardiff and the Vale 
Beekeepers now have 30 
plus people keen to 
become involved as bee¬ 
keepers themselves. 
Classes take place over a 
weekend. Saturday is 
devoted to the theory, 
given to the whole 
group, then Sunday sees 
a practical lesson when 
we split into two groups 
and the training apiaries 
at Caerphilly and 
Dyffryn Gardens are 
brought into use. 

At the apiaries, a fur¬ 
ther split into two groups 


is carried out, thus 
ensuring that those who 
feel confident enough to 
assist with the internal 
inspection of a hive can 
do so. 

As an aside, we do 
have a blind lady in this 
year’s classes, she is 
very determined to 
become a beekeeper, 
without question this 
poses quite a formidable 
challenge to her and to 
us as instructors. Can 
she succeed? Will we as 
instructors succeed? 
Only time will tell. 

All newcomers are 
encouraged to visit an 
apiary using suits etc., 
provided by us. 


Beekeeping equipment is 
not cheap and you will 
do yourself a favour in 
doing so, as the opening 
of a hive of bees means 
you will be investigated 
by the bees, and it may 
well be that you change 
your mind with regard to 
becoming a beekeeper. 

On Easter Sunday 
(April 24) a live bee¬ 
keeping event will take 
place at Dyffryn 
Gardens using the 
Swansea Beekeepers’ 
dedicated bee marquee. 

Visitors will be 
encouraged to don suits 
and look into a hive.

Group learn about 
the short sea life 
of the Mary Rose 


T HE speaker 
this month 
was Philip 
Bowen - a retired 
headmaster from 
Swansea. 

He began his talk 
about the Mary Rose by 
handing out to each 
member a pencil and a 
sheet of A4 paper, which 
we were told to fold in 
half, to save waste, this 
was for us to take notes, 
as at the end of his talk 
there would be a 10- 
question test! 

He showed slides of 
the ship and a selection 
of artefacts which had 
been salvaged from the 
wreck. 

We went on a journey 
into the bows and saw 
the difference in the 
utensils and accommo¬ 
dation which were used 
by the officers and ordi¬ 
nary seamen. 

Some instruments for 
medical operations were 
also found; these looked 
frightening, especially 
an 8” skewer, and a saw. 

He left it to our 
imagination to think 
what they were used for. 

The ship was built in 
1509 and was named 
after Henry VIII’s sister. 

In 1545, on its maid¬ 
en voyage, it capsized 
in the Solent and out of 
a crew of 700, only 35

men survived. The ship 
sank as a result of 80 
extra guns being added 
to the lower deck, 
already there were 72 
guns in place. 

Prince Charles was 
involved with the sal¬ 
vage work and he made 
many dives to the wreck 
before it was finally lift¬ 
ed in 1982. 

The boat was made 
from oak and elm and 
among the crew were 
longbowmen, who were 
on their way to fight the 
French and their arrows 
were made from yew. 

We did have a test, 
and three members 
answered the 10 ques¬ 
tions correctly, and were 
rewarded with a packet 
of smarties for smart 


people! I wish he had 
been my history teacher, 
I am sure I would have 
learned and remembered 
more. 

Everyone at the meet¬ 
ing thoroughly enjoyed 
his talk, and we have 
asked him to come 
again.

HOW TO MAKE 
YOUR GARDEN 
LOOK BIGGER 


Gardening guru Alan 
Titchmarsh has a fund of 
tips to help you trans¬ 
form a small garden into 
a haven, writes Hannah 
Stephenson 

VEN the small¬ 
est outside 
space can be 


made into an oasis of 
calm, a bolthole 
where you can 
unwind after a hard 
day at work or enter¬ 
tain during the sum¬ 
mer evenings. 

If you have a small 
garden, you need to plan 


carefully to ensure it 
meets your individual 
needs, says TV garden¬ 
ing expert Alan 
Titchmarsh, whose new 
book, Small Gardens, 
offers a wealth of tips on 
how to make the most of 
even the tiniest plot. 

“Keep it simple,” he 
advises. “You can make 
it interesting without it 
being fussy, with good 
clean lines and interest¬ 
ing angles. 

“Consider if it’s worth 
having a lawn at all. 

Bear in mind if it’s 
going to be big enough 
to be able to sit out on 
and to be able to mow. 
Can you manoeuvre a 
lawn mower around it 
and easily dispose of the 
clippings? 

“If the answer is no to 
all of this, then go for a 
different surface, 
whether it’s gravel or 
paving or decking.” 

There are ways to 
make a small garden 
look bigger, he adds. 

Hiding your boundary 
with plants can increase 
the sense of space, while 
placing a small statue at 
the end of a narrow path 
will make the distance 
seem greater, because 
your eyes want to 
believe the statue is life 
size. 

“Allow yourself some 
space. Gaps in an 
enclosed space encour¬ 
age you to look through 
them into the space 
beyond, while looking 
from an open area into a 
densely planted one can 
give a sense of infinity. 

“A blend of open and 
enclosed spaces will 
enable you to blur the 
boundaries of your plot 
and make your small 
garden seem more spa¬ 
cious.”

Focal points are also 
important and a few 
large features are better 
than many small ones in 
a small space, says 
Titchmarsh. 

“Don't think that 
because you've got a 
small garden you can't 
have anything of 
stature. Tall plants are 
fine as long as they’re 
not spreading out too 
much or shading the 
garden or filling it with 
lots of foliage. 

“Tall plants draw 
your eye up and out 
into the world beyond 
and help to link the land 
with the sky.” 

Small trees, neat 
evergreens and shrubs 


which can be pruned to 
appear tree-like in out¬ 
line are perfect structur¬ 
al plants for small gar¬ 
dens. 

Colour won't need to 
be so prevalent in a 
small plot. 

“You’ll need less 
colour in a smaller gar¬ 
den. What’s more 
important is structure, 
form and perspective. I 
like to use evergreens 
because even in a tiny 
garden, it gives it struc¬ 
ture in winter. 

“Highlight the colour 
by giving it a good 
green background with 
foliage. Use colour 
more sparingly and it 
can still be effective.” 

Water is also a good

Computer club’s 
password lesson 
to be extra secure 


ARE you moving 
with the times? 
When did you last 
change your pass¬ 
word? It is proba¬ 
bly time to be 
thinking about it 
again. 

At one time the most 
common password on 
computers was ‘pass¬ 
word’ (the default sup¬ 
plied with the applica¬ 
tion that many users 
never got around to 
changing). 

Now people are more 
conscious of security 
and quite sensibly use 
personal passwords, but 
are they sensible 
enough? Maybe not. 

The internet is partly 
to blame because so 
much personal informa¬ 
tion is provided volun¬ 
tarily on social websites 
that the answer for many 
a security question can 
be found by a little bit of 
research. 

Your mother’s maiden 
name is unlikely to be 
very secure. Nor is your 
first school or your best 
friend’s middle name - 
and these are the things 
that protect your bank 
account perhaps. 

There are things that 
you can do about it. For 
passwords, don’t use 
actual words. Computers 
can be used against you 
to try many thousands of 
words, but it would take 
quite a while to guess a 
combination of two 
completely unrelated 
words, such as ‘toe- 
nailoven’ or ‘bananapit’. 

Further protection is 
given by mixing capital 
and lower-case letters. 
Slip in the odd number 
or two and it is even bet¬ 
ter. Using other key¬ 
board characters makes 
it even less likely to be 
guessed: 

‘ [tOE {na 1L} 0 veN] ’. 

Whatever you use, 
you must be able to 
remember it or recon¬ 
struct it or you will lock 
yourself out of your 
files. Alternatively, there 
are free software down¬ 
loads that will help you 
by generating complex 
passwords and storing 
them for you. 


Effectively you will 
need to remember a sin¬ 
gle password to open 
your password store. Of 
course, that one must be 
a good one. If anyone 
can guess that one, they 
would have access to all 
of them. 

There are strategies 
for dealing with the 
security questions as 
well. Your bank might 
want to record your 
answer to, say, three 
questions. One might 
(still) be your mother’s 
maiden name. Of itself, 
it is not too difficult to 
discover. Is it on your 
Facebook page? 

You may not get to 
choose the questions 
used, but you do get to 
give the answers. When 
first asking the ques¬ 
tions, they have to 
accept and record your 
answer. This presents 
you with a real opportu¬ 
nity - give a wrong 
answer! 

If you make up a 
maiden name for your 
mother or a weird name 
for your favourite pet, or 
lie about your favourite 
colour, you are the only 
person in the world with 
that information (other 
than the bank) and no 
amount of digging can 
reveal it unless you tell 
someone. 

Naturally, you have to 
remember the answers, 
but you can use them 
consistently and with 
better security than the 
true answers.

Mr T Patel has 
received consent to con¬ 
struct a single storey 
extension at the front of 
his existing shop at 1, 
Blandy Terrace. It will 
be built out over a paved 
forecourt. 

The extension will jut 
out about seven feet for¬ 
ward of the existing 
shop front across its 
entire frontage. It will 
have a flat roof nine feet 
above the ground. 

The extension will 
house a post office as the 
existing post office in 
the village is due to 
close and the applicant 
wants to operate a 
replacement facility 
from the present shop. 

But if he fails in his 
bid to have the post 
office, the extension 
would be used as extra 
space for the existing 
shop. 

Next door neighbour 


Wayne Griffiths of 2, 
Blandy Terrace objected 
to the application. 

He has lived in his 
house for 64 years and 
argued that an extension 
to the front of the shop 
would look ridiculous as 
it was a terraced street 
with just six houses. 

He said that when he 
opened his front door, he 
would have a 12-feet 
high wall as his property 
was three feet lower than 
the extension. This 
would result in a loss of 
light to his hall and liv¬ 
ing room. 

He feared that chil¬ 
dren would be drawn to 
the shop and sit on his 
wall, and hat there were 
already problems with 
traffic and parking 
because of large lorries 
delivering daily. 

Thirty seven other 
residents signed a letter 
objecting to the propos¬ 
al. They state that the 
proposal leaves them 
“lost for words” about 
what the overall appear¬ 
ance of the shop will 
look like. 

They add: “Our opin¬ 
ion is that the building 
will look as if it’s crude- 


f Killer jailed ^ 
for more 
than 21 years 

A man who stabbed a Penarth holiday¬ 
maker to death in the United States has 
been jailed for more than 21 years. 

Robert Davies (49) who was convicted of 
reckless manslaughter and weapons offences, 
killed Lavern Ritch, a popular swimming instruc¬ 
tor, in 2007 while Mr Ritch was on holiday in 
New Jersey. 

Davies claimed he had acted in self-defence 
because he thought Mr Ritch was part of group 
out to hurt or kill him. 

However, the court heard that Mr Ritch had 
held up his hands and told Davies he was trying 
to help him. 

Davies, had previous criminal convictions, and 
the judge jailed him for 21 and a half years. He 
was also given an 18 month sentence for 
weapons offences. 

The family of Mr Ritch issued a statement say- 
sing they welcomed the sentence. j

ly attached to a terrace 
property in a small 
street. It will overpower 
our houses, directly 
affect our daylight, road 
vision and loss of value 
to our property.” 

They fear that bring¬ 
ing a post office to the 
location will increase 
traffic and parking prob¬ 
lems. 

Ogmore Vale council¬ 
lor Ralph Shepherd, who 
is a former BCBC 
employee, was unable to 
take part in any discus¬ 
sions about the applica¬ 
tion because he is the 
agent for the applicant. 

The objectors were 
represented by 

Nantymoel councillor 
David Jones. 

He said that the height 
of the extension and its 
proximity would affect 
2, Blandy Terrace. There 
were also fears of 
increased traffic. 

Responding to the 
objections, BCBC plan¬ 
ning officer David 
Llewelyn stated that 
front extensions that 
come forward of a defin¬ 
able building line should 
be designed to the high¬ 
est standard in recogni¬ 
tion of their prominence 


in the street scene and 
this is contained within 
the council’s planning 
guidance. 

In this case, the shop 
was located at the end of 
a short terrace and the 
scheme had been 
designed with materials 
which will match those 
on the main building. 

He said that while it 
would be the first such 
extension in the street, it 
was not considered that 
the proposed develop¬ 
ment “will so signifi¬ 
cantly impact on the 
visual amenities of the 
area as to warrant refusal 
of the scheme.” 

He also denied that 
the extension would 
infringe the daylight 
protection zone of the 
living room of the house 
next door and would not 
affect his amenities so as 
to warrant refusal. 

The post office would 
not create extra deliver¬ 
ies by lorry and while 
there may be more cars, 
many customers would 
walk to it. 

He recommended 
approval and this was 
agreed by the develop¬ 
ment control committee. 


‘Use empty 
buildings to 
house families’ 


Plaid Cymru candi¬ 
date for the Vale, Dr 
Ian Johnson, has 
called for empty 
houses and proper¬ 
ties in the Vale to be 
brought back into 
use before building 
on Greenfield sites 
outside traditional 
towns and villages. 

He said that individual 
houses and brownfield 
sites should be prioritised 
over new-build on green 
fields: “It is ridiculous 
that we hear almost every 
other week of new plans 
to build on Greenfield 
sites around Barry and 
the Vale when there are 
so many houses which 
are not in use in our town 
centres. 

“These houses are big 
enough for families to 


live in, would take them 
off housing waiting lists 
and bring older homes 
back into use. 

“There are building on 
Barry’s Broad Street 
such as the Buffs and the 
old Barclays Bank which 
have been lying vacant 
for years, and then there 
is the land near the rail¬ 
ways which is owned by 
Government companies 
and should be brought 
into use. 

“We should be chang¬ 
ing the planning regula¬ 
tions to allow these areas 
to be turned into good 
quality and affordable 
housing, rather than 
allowing for gigantic 
new estates to be built 
outside our towns and 
villages in the Vale, eat¬ 
ing up the green fields,” 
he concluded.

ERBERT 
James 
Sheppard 
was born in Barry 
in May 1892 and 
lived at 5 
Dunraven Street. 

He enlisted in the 7th 
Battalion of the 
Gloucester Regiment in 
January 1913. During 
the Great War of 1914- 
1918, he served in 
France between August 
and June 1915, during 
which he was wounded 
no fewer than three 
times. 

He served at 
Gallipoli from 
November 1915 to 
January 1916 and was 
then posted to Egypt 
and latterly to 
Mesopotamia (largely 
present-day Iraq). 

In his diary for 
February 26, 1916, 
Sergeant Sheppard 
wrote: “5pm. Attacked 
Turkish rearguard 
advancing 1600 in open 
occupied position. 
Regiment captured 360 
prisoners; about 6.30 
p.m. 

“Turks counterat¬ 
tacked driving Staffords 
back and part of us with 
them. B Company 
stopped the rot but had 
rather a bad time, the 
enemy being behind to 
out front and left flank. 

“Order given me by 
Major Barnard to bomb 
Turks on left flank

which I did immediate¬ 
ly, driving them out. 

“One well timed 
bomb killing 13 Turks. 
Built barricade with Le 
Grant and remained on 
duty all night as recom¬ 
mended by Major 
Barnard.” 

He wrote home to his 
parents to give another 
vivid description of the 
fighting on the 
Mesopotamia front: “On 
April 20, 1916, our reg¬ 
iment did a frontal 
attack on a Turkish 
trench called A4, which 
adjoined the trench 
occupied by the North 
Staffords to whom I was 
attached. 

“The attack was 
timed for 11pm and my 
part of the job was to 
gain possession of two 
fire bays of the Turks’ 
trench. This I did, but 
the Gloucesters went on 
and gained the Turks’ 
second line and even 
penetrated their third 
line on a front of about 
two hundred yards but 
this ground could not be 
held owing to a strong 
counter attack. 

“ I myself stuck to 
the trench and held it 
for seven hours single- 
handed. 

“During the follow¬ 
ing day, everything was 
quiet and I had instruc¬ 
tions to attack A4 later¬ 
ally, that is, to bomb my 
way down the Turkish 
trench. The bombers of 
the King’s Own North 
Lancasters, Dorsetshire 
Regiment assisted me 
because the 
Gloucestershire 
Regiment bombers had 
been killed the night 
before. 

“Another attack was 
timed for midnight, but 
owing to a regiment on 
our left advancing under 
cover of darkness to dig 
in, it was held over. I 
led the attack at 3 am 
with the King’s Own 
Bombers and succeeded 
in gaining about one 
hundred yards before 
the Turks showed any 
fight. 

“It was at dawn that 
the Turks attacked on 
three sides and held me 
to the barricade I had 
erected. 

“With the help of the 
North Lancashire 
Bombers we repulsed 
them, and during the 
Turks’ counter attack I 
picked up a Turkish 
bomb that had failed to 
explode with the inten¬ 
tion of throwing it back, 


but it exploded and 
wounded me in the left 
hand. 

“I still carried on and 
with the help of a cor¬ 
poral of the Lancashire 
Regiment succeeded in 
capturing about 250 
yards of trenches that 
were afterwards consol¬ 
idated. 

“I think the Turks 
lost about 400 in their 
counter attack whilst 
our casualties did not 
number 50.” 

In October 1916, 
Sheppard was awarded 
the Distinguished 
Conduct Medal. He won 
the medal for ‘conspicu¬ 
ous gallantry in organis¬ 
ing and leading a bomb¬ 
ing party during an 
attack. Although the 
men were mostly in an 
exhausted condition, yet 
by his bravery and per¬ 
sonal example he suc¬ 
ceeded in his objective 
and continued his fine 
work until wounded.’ 

On February 9, 1917, 
it was announced that 
Sheppard had been 
mentioned in General 
Caley’s dispatches. An 


unusual gallantry award 
was made in September 
1917 to Sheppard; he 
was awarded the 
Russian Order of St 
George (1st Class). He 
was commissioned in 
the field in October 
1917 and then served in 
Persia and Russia. 

In 1920, he was 
transferred to the 
Rajputana Rifles where 
he remained until his 
retirement in India in 
June 1947, having 
reached the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel. 
Amongst his medals 
shown are the OBE and 
the WW2 Indian War 
Medal. 

Jonathan Hicks’s new 
crime novel ‘The Dead 
ofMametz’, which is set 
in Barry in 1916, is to 
be published by the 
Welsh Books Council in 
May.

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T HE Boverton Road Regeneration 
scheme is nearing completion - and 
everyone is delighted with what has 
been done so far. 

The scheme, which was a collaboration between 
the town council, Creative Rural Communities and 
the Welsh Assembly Government, will transform the 
town’s main street. 

New paving is being installed plus a re-organisa- 
tion of the parking to include loading bays and dis¬ 
abled parking. 

The finishing touches will be new street lights, 
seats, flower beds and trees. The area already has 
flowers - thanks to the hard work of Llanilltyd Fawr 
in Flower. 

The aim of the scheme is to make the town more 
attractive to both shoppers and traders. It is hoped 
that creating a pleasant environment will encourage 
businesses to move in and increase the shopping 
choice for both local residents and visitors. 

The main landowner in the area is Ian Hunt of 
Filco, who was involved with the process from day 
one. 

He said that the work being done was a wonderful 
improvement on how things were. 

“This will improve the appearance of the town as 
people drive in. It should benefit both local traders 
and shoppers alike, who will have a much more 
pleasant environment.” 

When work is complete, everyone would be able 
to assess the difference for themselves: “The whole 
scheme has been tremendous for the town and I have 
given it my full support,” he added. 

Work is due to be finished by the end of the 
month, with an official opening ceremony in early 
May. 

Town mayor Ralph Austin paid tribute to the work 
done by the late John Readman, who first thought of 
the project. 

“It’s a great shame that he cannot be with us to see 
his vision turned into reality. This was his ambition 
and I am delighted it has finally happened,” he com¬ 
mented. 

The scheme was first mooted about 10 years ago, 
but failed at that time because of problems with iden¬ 
tifying the owners of the shop frontages. 

It was later revived by Russell Downe when he 
was mayor, who took it to the Town Study group. It 
had the support of former mayor Dave Lane, who 
also took it up and more recently, a special regenera¬ 
tion com mi ttee was set up, chaired by Coun Gwyn 
John. 

Coun Austin said that he was pleased with the 
work: “We have created separate areas for parking 
and pedestrians. This makes things much safer and 
the disabled also have their own reserved parking. 

“This will make it easier for them to access the 
shops. It all makes for a very attractive entry into the 
town.” 

Janet Moisan, secretary of the chamber of trade 
who has a bridal business in The Precinct, said: “It 
will all look a lot better once the planting goes in. It 
will be a big improvement on what was there before. 
Anything that upgrades the appearance of the town is 
welcome.” 

She praised those who had worked so hard over 
many years to see this come about. 

“The Town Study group and its members carried 
the flame for a long time and now the council’s 
regeneration committee has taken it further. It’s good 
news for Llantwit.” 

The owner of a new shop which has just opened 
in The Precinct is also “very pleased with what’s 
going on in Llantwit”. 

Nicky Foster has set up the Health Conscious 
shop which sells health foods and supplements. 

As a qualified pharmacist, she has worked in both 
pharmacies in the town as a locum. 

“I think that this work needed doing,” she said. “It 
looks better already although it is not finished yet. 
The free parking is a boon to the town and providing 
these bays along the front as well is excellent. 

“It’s great that they are spending money on the 
town. I hope that the scheme will encourage new 
traders to take over the empty shops we have and 
bring more life into Llantwit.” 

Ms Foster has been “very encouraged” by the wel¬ 
come she has received since opening the shop three 
weeks ago. 

“People have been very enthusiastic and business 
is good at the moment,” she added. 

One of those showing confidence in the future of 
the town is Chris Edwards, whose firm Quorum

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Aviva Welsh Schools Golden Celebration National cross-country championships Penlan, Brecon 

NATIONAL MEDAL SUCCESS AT EVENT 
FOR CARDIFF & THE VALE ATHLETES! 


FOLLOWING on 
from the team success¬ 
es at the Aviva Welsh 
Sportshall finals at 
Cwmbran, pupils rep¬ 
resenting Cardiff & 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
Schools were again 
among the medals at 
the Aviva Welsh 
Schools Golden 
Celebration National 
cross-country champi¬ 
onships at Penlan, 
Brecon. 

On the day that the 
Welsh Schools’ associa¬ 
tion celebrated the 50 
years since the first 
Nationals in 1961, a 
record number of 561 
athletes, plus an unex¬ 
pectedly large host of 
parents and supporters, 
arrived at Penlan to find 
a firm, fast course for 
the eight schools’ cham¬ 
pionship races, which, 
for the second year, 
were preceded by Welsh 
Universities competi¬ 
tions. 

Staging the event on 
a Wednesday afternoon 
for the first time - 
because the late half- 
term had eliminated the 
option of using the last 
Saturday in February - 
had raised question 
marks over the ability 
of the eight districts to 
raise teams and find 
managers. 

Thankfully, with the 
help of three mothers - 
Mrs Kay Chapman, Mrs 
Helen Ronicle and Mrs 
Clare Williams - and 
three members of staff, 
all from Vale schools - 
Mr Ian Dwight 
(Stanwell), Mr Dai 
Manley (Barry 
Comprehensive) and 
Miss Emma Williams 
(Bryn Hafren) - a full 
complement of team 
managers was fielded 
and a record number of 
athletes fielded. 

Cardiff & the Vale 
had never fielded more 
than 88 pupils, out of a 
maximum of 96, but, on 
this day and despite two 
boys withdrawing on 
the morning of the 
event, the district field¬ 
ed the biggest team - 91 
starters, with 38 of that 
number attending Vale 
schools or Barry 
College. Only old rivals 
Dyfed got near that 
number, fielding 88 
starters. 

In the eight races, 
there was one individual 
medal for a Vale pupil, 
and a further 15 team 
medals. 

For the Vale contin¬ 
gent, the highlight came 
in race five, for year-7 
girls. The event had 
been held every year 
since 2004 but no pupil 
from a school in Cardiff 
& the Vale of 
Glamorgan had ever 
won it, but they have 
now. Rounding off a 
hugely successful 
domestic schools’ pro¬ 
gramme, it was a 
Cowbridge pupil who 
crossed the finish line 
ahead of her big rival 
Cari Hughes (Eryri) to 
take the title and make 
the head-to-head count 


two all. 

In addition to that 
individual success, the 
Ogmore by Sea resident 
led her team to second 
place, losing out to 
Dyfed by seven points. 
A second Vale athlete - 
Emily Wooster 
(Stanwell) - was in the 
six scorers for Cardiff 
& the Vale. 

In the opening race, 
for Senior Girls in the 
sixth form, there was 
huge disappointment for 
St Cyres year-12 Bethan 
Daw. Although she 
started the race, a knee 
problem resulted in her 
dropping out. 

In her absence, two 
year-13 students - 
Cerri-Anne Santos (St 
Cyres) and Sabrina 
James (Cowbridge) - 
were among the six 
scorers for the Cardiff 
& Vale team which just 
missed out on the top 
honour, finishing sec¬ 
ond to Dyfed by a mere 
three points. 

The biggest Vale con¬ 
tingent - six - started in 
race two, for senior 
boys. Both Owen 
Haswell (Stanwell) and 
Alex Simon (Llantwit) 
had hoped for a high 
finishing position, but it 
was not to be, and they 
ended 25th and 30th 
respectively. It was 
another year-13, 
Dominic Farr (Bro 
Morgannwg) who took 
the Vale ‘first home’ 
spot in 22nd place. 

On a day when South 
East Wales claimed this 
senior boys title, with 
Dyfed only third, there 
was a surprise second 
place for Cardiff & the 
Vale, which meant team 
silver for Farr, Haswell 
and year-12 Rhys 
George (Bro 
Morgannwg). 

Special mention must 
be made of two of the 
Vale contingent. Team 
captain Darren Jones 
completed a remarkable 
sequence of seven con¬ 
secutive appearances at 
these Nationals, while 
Kyle Garrison, a year- 
14 student at Barry 
College, was originally 
only on the reserve list 
but received a late invi¬ 
tation to compete and, 
as it was his last oppor¬ 
tunity, took it. 

In 2010, Cardiff & 
the Vale won two team 
titles - the junior girls 
(years 8 and 9) and the 
middle boys (years 10 
and 11). 

The junior girls’ race 
was the third on the 
timetable. Kate Coker 
(Stanwell, year-9) had 
figured in the team win 
last year, and con¬ 
tributed to a repeat suc¬ 
cess by finishing sev¬ 
enth, second scorer 
home. 

In the equivalent 
boys’ race, there was a 
huge grin on the face of 
Bro Morgannwg year-9 
Dafydd George as he 
finished higher than he 
expected - an excellent 
sixth place. 

With Ben Owen 
(Llantwit, year-9) com¬ 


pleting the scoring six, 
there was unexpected 
success as the team took 
top spot, 10 points 
ahead of Dyfed. 

Just as Seren Allin 
had become the first 
Cardiff & the Vale win¬ 
ner in the year-7 girls’ 
race, so Jake Heyward 
(Llanishen) performed a 
similar first success in 
the year-7 boys’ event. 
Second boy home for 
the team was Spencer 
Robinson (Stanwell), 
but the six-boy total of 
92 was only good 
enough for second, 
behind Dyfed’ 71. 

And so to the final 
two races, the middles 
competitions for pupils 
in years 10 and 11. 

In the penultimate 
race of the afternoon, it 
was year-11 Fiona Bray 
(Cowbridge) who led 
the team home, but her 
13th place meant that 
this was the only race 
without a maroon and 
gold vest in the top 10. 

The scorers in this 
race included two Vale 
year-10 pupils - Megan 
Osborne (Llantwit) and 
late replacement Miriam 
Bennett (Cowbridge) - 
but the 145 points total 
meant that they had to 
settle for team bronze 
behind Dyfed (45) and 
South East Wales (120). 

There were high 
expectations of the 
Cardiff & the Vale mid¬ 
dle boys’ team, winners 
in 2010 and as juniors 
in 2009, and they did 
not disappoint. In the 
squad of 12, there are 
six quality year-11 
boys, and six very 
promising year 10s - 
perhaps the best group 
that the district has had 
since the late 90s. 

If there was any 
question mark over the 
way in which the race 
would be run, that was 
solved early in the race 
as one of the favourites, 
Nathan Jones (North 
East Wales) tried to run 
away from the field as a 
group of four maroon 
and gold vests - Elliot 
Slade (Bishop of 
Llandaff), Mike Ward 
(Llanishen), Matthew 
Edwards (Barry 
Comprehensive) and 
Sam Longville (Radyr) 

- plus Tom Earley 
(Eryri) tracked him. 

As the Jones chal¬ 
lenge faded, there was a 
repeat of the Cardiff & 
the Vale Schools cham¬ 
pionships in January 
with Ward taking the 
lead role, only to see 
Slade gliding away in 
the closing stages to 
take the title - his first 
Welsh Schools National 
title. Behind him, Ward 
claimed second, Jones 
was third and Matthew 
Edwards claimed fourth 
ahead of Earley, with 
Longville sixth. 

The four in six 
became five in 10 as 
year-10 Jack Gooch 
(Radyr), the 2010 junior 
winner, came home, and 
then it was six in 15 as 
year-11 Tom Bevan 
completed the scorers. 
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Alex Simon (Llantwit 214). 


The team total of 38 
was easily the lowest 
winning score of the 
day. Special mention 
must be made of year- 
11 Rory Heslop (Bro 
Morgannwg, 22nd) and 
the year-10 duo of 
Matthew Collins and 
Elliot Clissold (both 
Barry Comp). 

In virtually any other 
district team they would 
have scored, and, hope¬ 
fully, they will bounce 
back and improve to 
make an impact on the 
track this summer. 

So Cardiff & the Vale 
took three team titles, 
finished second in 
another four and third in 
the eighth - a better 
performance than in 
2010, and the best since 
the district was formed 
in 1996. That just left 
positions in the overall 
points competition to be 
worked out. 

Dyfed has won this 
trophy every year since 
1993. They won again 
this year, but they were 
not alone! For the first 
time ever since it was 
inaugurated in 1980, 
there was a tie - both 
Dyfed and Cardiff & 
the Vale districts 
achieved a total of 114 
points - out of 120! 

Nobody ever 
dreamed that there 
would be a tie, so there 
is no tie break - and 
both districts will share 
the trophy. The last 
time that the former 
county of South 
Glamorgan won this 
competition was in 
1989. We all hope that 
it will not take another 
20 years to be top 
again! 

A gentle reminder to 
the 38 Vale pupils, who 
competed at this event, 
that the Cardiff & the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
Schools cross-country 
presentation evening 
will be held at Bro 
Morgannwg on 
Wednesday, May 11, 
starting at 7 pm - and 
you are all due to 


receive things, so please 
remember to come, with 
your parents. 

At the end of these 
championships, Welsh 
Schools selected teams 
at under-15 (years 8 and 
9), under-17 (years 10 
and 11) and under-20 
(sixth form) to compete 
at the Aviva SIAB inter¬ 
national and the Home 
Countries international 
in Antrim. 

Matthew Edwards 
(Barry, under-17) and 
Kate Coker (Stanwell, 
under-15) were included 
in the 44 strong team. 

In addition, Seren 
Allin (Cowbridge) has 
been included in the 
Welsh Schools team to 
compete in the under-13 
race at the Virgin 
Money Giving Mini 
London Marathon over 
the last three miles of 
the full marathon course 
next Sunday, April 17.

Exploration of south Gower 
reveals first Baptist church 

J OY and 

Bracken were 
joined by six 
walkers on what 
turned out to be a 
glorious day for 
exploring south 
Gower. 

Leaving Penmaen 
which has a scattering of 
houses and is situated 
below Cefn Bryn, the 
backbone of the Gower 
peninsula, the group 
walked a quiet lane that 
led them down the cliff 
path where they crossed 
the Pennard Pill River 
by means of stepping 
stones into Three Cliff 
bay. 

A steep climb up 
through the dunes on the 
edge of Pennard 
Burrows led onto the 
cliff top and with glori¬ 
ous views across 
Oxwich Bay, they trav¬ 
elled eastwards on 
National Trust land 
towards Southgate. 

Nearing West Cliff, 
they met a local resident 
who informed them that 
porpoises had been spot¬ 
ted just off this coastline 
and that seals had begun 
frequenting the rocky 
shore just below the 
cliffs near Southgate car 
park, but sadly nonewere 
on view that day. 

Having negotiated 
Deep Slade, the group 
paused for refreshment 
in a dip behind some 
gorse bushes, out of the 
cool wind blowing in 
from the sea with views 
towards Oxwich Point. 

Steep slippery path¬ 
ways led them downhill 
then uphill into a field, 
and descending a wind¬ 
ing rocky track, they 
reached Pwlldu or Black 
Pool and admired the 
sandy bay before turning 
inland into the 


Bishopston valley. 

This long deep valley, 
at one time would have 
been more open and 
divided into fields with 
stone boundaries, some 
of which they passed 
over on their trek and it 
is co mm on land, so 
often cattle graze under 
the trees. 

The Bishopston 
stream, which goes 
underground at the val¬ 
ley top, then resurfaces 
and flows through the 
lower end of the valley 
to exit into Pwlldu Bay. 

Further up they 
walked over the dry 
rocky, river bed, going 
gradually uphill to 
emerge onto a pathway 
that led them to Kittle 
village. 

Lunch was enjoyed in 
bright sunshine near the 
village green before they 
moved on through the 
edge of a housing estate, 
then a field, passing 
newly-constructed and 
enlarged buildings that 
house battery hens, to 
join the road. 

Crossing the main 
road near Swansea air¬ 
port, the group followed 
a rough track that led 
them across a pretty ford 
and uphill towards 
Courthouse Farm. 

A narrow sunken lane 
that looked as if it had 


recently been cleared, 
led the group towards 
Ilston and coats were 
hastily donned as a short 
sharp shower of rain fell, 
but immediately 
removed when they 
reached the church. 

A disused limestone 
quarry stands nearby and 
the village church, dedi¬ 
cated to St Illtyd, was 
built during the 13th 
century by the de Breos 
family on a much earlier 
Christian site. 

It became the first 
Baptist church in 1649 
and John Myles (or 
Miles) was its founder 
and rector until 1660. 

Entering the Ilston 
Cwm, which was carpet¬ 
ed with flowering wood 
anemone, the group 
walked beside the stream mile moderate walk at 
with wild garlic leaves Monknash and 


Leaving the cwm, 
they reached Parkmill 
and as the road was fair¬ 
ly busy and too danger¬ 
ous to walk, they 
crossed the Pennard Pill 
stream to climb gently 
through woods before 
re-crossing the stream 
and making their way to 
a bridle path that led 
steeply uphill to North 
Hills Farm that houses a 
caravan and campsite 
above the idyllic Three 
Cliff Bay. 

Then, as the bright 
sunshine returned, it was 
only a short walk up a 
quiet lane to return to 
Penmaen before the 
journey home. 

On April 17, meet at 
9am at the Barry 
Waterfront for an 8.5- 


covering the ground, the 
flowers not yet making 
an appearance. 

They passed the 
Trinity Well Chapel, 
now in ruins, which, 
from the middle ages, 
was the meeting place 
for the Baptist 
Cromwellian Church, 
marked with a stone pul¬ 
pit, open bible and a 
memorial plaque to hon¬ 
our its founder, John 
Myles, and was unveiled 
by none other than 
David Lloyd George.

Learning how to make 
your website stand out 


WITH more than 
200 million web¬ 
sites, it isn’t easy to 
make one stand 
out. 

Commercial ones 
face up to that problem, 
but personal ones also 
need to be well designed 
to encourage people to 
re-visit. 

Mike J looks after our 
website (www.penarth- 
computerclub.co.uk) 
and is learning as he 
goes along. He has been 
looking at elements of 
good design and shared 
his top ten tips: 

1. Remember that 
the entire world is 
your potential audi¬ 
ence. Your site might 
influence others. Take 
care not to cause acci¬ 
dental offence. What 
seems funny to you 
might not seem so to 
others. 

2. Provide a service. 

Users will need a reason 
to visit. Are you offering 
information, advice or 
assistance? Possibly 
family photos just for 
the family to view?

3. Do not get too 
clever. There is no need 
to fill your site with 
flashy design tricks. 
Simplicity can still be 
eye-catching. 

4. Usability is para¬ 
mount. Visitors will not 
linger if pages are slow 
to load, users will go 
away. The site layout 
must be easy to follow 
and all links working. 
Artwork should enhance 
the message, not just be 
pretty. 

5. Sites are easy to 
change. It follows that 
it does not have to be 
complete to put it onto 
the web. It can be 
altered and updated easi¬ 
ly. Each page should 
have a ‘last updated’ 
date on it somewhere to 
illustrate how current it 
is. 

6 . Nobody reads 
entire web pages. Nor 

should they be expected 
to. Use headlines and 
sub-headers to enable 
them to by-pass what 
they are not interested 


in. Keep text succinct 
and informative. 

7. Check your work. 
Incorrect grammar or 
spelling will distract 
from your message. 
Spellcheckers will not 
pick up a wrong word 
correctly spelt, but will 
pick up the right word 
incorrectly spelt. 

Ensure (again) that all 
links work and that all 
intended images display 
properly. Each page 
should have a 
forward/back button and 
a ‘home’ button. 

8 . Be consistent. 

Page layouts should 
have a common style as 
far as contents allow. 
Similar items should be 
in the same place on 
each page. Test thor¬ 
oughly by navigating the 
site forwards and back¬ 
wards. 

9. Don’t forget your 
users. Some users 
might have difficulties 
in using the internet. 
There are facilities that 
can make your site easi¬ 


er for them. See 
www.direct.gov.uk to see 
how accessibility can be 
improved. 

10. Remember to 
have fun. Yes, it can be 
fun, but if you don’t 
enjoy the design 
process, you might find 
it harder to make a good 
site.

Who wants to build what and where? 


Insights into the 
ancient past of 
Dunraven Castle 


BARRY

THE history of Dunraven 
Castle is a long and complicat¬ 
ed one, going back to the spoils 
handed out after the Norman 
conquest. 

However, our speaker at the last 
meeting, Mr Ken Rise, rolled back the 
years and all became clear. He illus¬ 
trated his talk with slides showing 
details of buildings, long gone, which 
explained how the layout of Dunraven 
Castle at Southerndown had changed 
over the years. 

As far as is known, there was never 
an actual castle on the Southerndown 
cliffs. In Tudor times, the property was 
part-occupied by a local farmer, but 
owned by a gentleman in 
Gloucestershire, who used the rest of 
the building as a hunting lodge. 

By Victorian times, the Dunraven 
family had acquired the property and 
the central domestic building had been 
improved and morphed into its final 
and very handsome incarnation. 

The Fourth Earl Dunraven was par¬ 
ticularly active in improving the prop¬ 
erty that became known as Dunraven 
Castle and which was to stand until 
1960. 

After World War I, the castle was 
used as a convalescent home and then 
in between the wars as a guest house 
with 35 rooms. It is difficult to say 


how successful this venture was, but its 
lack of accessibility to visitors from 
outside of the area cannot have helped. 

Huge debts were run up and the 
trustees of the Dunraven Estate decid¬ 
ed to sell and 175 acres were put on the 
market for an asking price of £75,000. 

The handsome house was demol¬ 
ished after its contents were sold by 
auction on site. 

Before concluding his talk, the 
speaker outlined the history of the fam¬ 
ilies that had owned the site we know 
today as Dunraven Castle. After the 
conquest, about 10 generations owned 
the property before the Vaughans 
became the owners. 

In 1647, the famous Wyndham fam¬ 
ily acquired ownership and it was a 
daughter, who in 1840, married an 
Irish aristocrat named Quinn. He was 
elevated to be the second Earl 
Dunraven and that is how the estate got 
its modern name. 

The seventh, and last, Earl 
Dunraven died recently and the title 
has now become defunct. 

At the next meeting on April 14, 
Gordon Edmunds will speak on the 
‘Berlin Airlift’.
